Wasntnoton, September 7.—[Special.j— 
The appearance of Mr. Gorman in_ the senate 
today, moving for a reference of Mr. Scott's 
Chinese hill to the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, is thought here to indicate a serious state 
of affairs in the cabinet.

THE CHINESE QUESTION 

Occupies the Time of the Senate—Telegrams 
From China. 

Wasninoton, September 7.—In the senate 
the Chinese exelusion bill was taken up. and 
Mr. Vest, referring to Mr. Dolph’s denial of 
‘his statement that seven Chinamen had been 
uaturalized in Indianapolis in 1876 under the 
Superintendence of Mr. Miller, law partner of 
Mr. Harrison, and had voted the republican 
ticket, read a letter which he had received 
€iVing the particulars of such naturalization, 
@nd showing that the only mistake he (Vest) 

ad made was in giving the date as 1876 in- 
Stead of 1580. He also sent to the clerk’s desk 
fad had read corroborative affidavits, 

He added that instead of it being a fact that 

© Chinaman had ever been naturalized in the 

nited States, some twenty of them had been 
naturalized in the state courts in Connecticut, 

@sachusetts and Indiana, and had been al- 
lowed to vote. | 

Mr. Dolph made the point that the records 
and documents were not evidence of a natu- 
ralization of Chinamen, bet only of their 
declaration of intention. The act of naturali-

The first, dated September 5th, was in these 
words: “I believe the treaty has been re- 
jected. Demanded from foreign office positive 
information some days since. No information 
been yet received.” 

The second, dated September 6th, was in 
these words: ‘“I'reaty postponed for further 
delibezation.”’ 

THE DISCUSSION PROCEEDS. 

After the reading of the message the dis- 
cussion of the bill proceeded, Mr. Mitchell 
taking the floor and insisting upon the pro- 
priety of passing the bill, evenif it were an 
administration measure. The only criticism 
he would make upon it was that it did not go 
farenough. If he had his will he would make 
the exclusion apply not only tothe four hun- 
dred inillion odd Chinamen in ,China but to 
those now in the Unitcd States. 

Mr. Mitchell was speaking rapidly and vehe- 
mently when the gavel fell, and the presiding 
officer put the question, ‘Shall the billjpass ?”’ 

Mr. Gorman rose to speak, but had got no 
farther than the words: ‘“‘Mr. President—In 
the consideration of this measure—’’ when he 
was stopped by the announcement on the part 
of the presiding ofiicer that debate was not in 
order, unanimous consent having been given 
yesterday that at one o’clock today a vote 
should be taken on the question ‘‘Dbhall the 
bill pass ?”’ 

MR. GORMAN’S MOTION, 

There being some question as to the terms 
of the agreement,the report in the Record was 
read. Mr. Gorman excused himself on the 
ground that he was not present when the 
agreement was made and was not aware of it. 
Hie now moved that the bill and the presi- 
dent’s message be referred to the committee 
on foreign relations. 

Mr. Telier—That is contrary to the arrange- 
ment. 

The presiding office—The chair holds that 
the motion is in order and under the rule, not- 
withstanding the ayreement. 

The question was taken on Mr. Gorman’s 
motion, and the result was: Yeas, 17; nays, 
1%. Noquorum. Senators Hoar, Platt and 
Sherman voted with the democrats in the 
atlirmative, and Senators Berry, Payne, Tur- 
pie and Vest with the republicans in the neg- 
ative.. 

Mr. Morgan had voted ‘no,’ but withdrew 
that vote because he did not know how Mr. 
Evarts, with whom he was paired, would 
yote. 

On the call of the senate, forty-six senators 
answered to their names, and the vote was 
again taken, resulting in the defeat of Gor- 
man’s motion; yeas 19, nays 20, Following is 
the vote in detail:

The question was then taken on the passage 
of the bill, and the result was: Yeas, 37; nays, 
%, The negative votes were given by Messrs, 
Brown. Hoar and Wilson, of Iowa. Mr. Sher- 
man did not vote at all. 

Mr. Blair asked the presiding officer whether 
a motion to reconsider the vote was in order, 
and on being informed that it was, he sub- 
mitted that motion. He said that if it were 
reconsidered, he would move an amendment 
to the bill,providing that the act shall not take 
effect until the expiration of sixty days after 
its passage, unless the pending treaty shall be 
rejected by China within that time,but to take 
effeet immediately on such rejection. 

EFFORTS TO RECONSIDER. 

A genera) political discussion followed Mr. 
Blair’s motion. When it had closed, Mr. 
Teller moved tolay onthe table Mr. Biair’s 
motion to reconsider. The yote resulted, yeas 
25, nays 11. No quorum. 

A call of the senate having shown the 
presence of forty-four senators, Mr.} Jones, 
of Arkansas, moved to adjourn. 

\'r. Blair—As Jthe vote just taken is plainly 
indicative of the will of the senate, I do not 
want to delay action, and I therefore ask leave 
to withdraw my motion to reconsider.

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Judge Thurman Has Recovered 
From His Slight Illness. 


WILL SPEAK AT NEW YORK TONIGHT. 


Going From There to His Homein Columbus 
~—Good Wishes From All Parts of 
the Country. 

New Yorr, September 7:—After his sudden 
illness of Thursday, which prevented his speak- 
ingin Madison Square garden, Judge Thur- 
man passed a restful and refreshing night. 
His son, Allen W. Thurman, who slept inan 
adjoining room, says he does not think ‘the 
judge turned over more than two or three 
times during the night, but that he seemed to 
enjoy unbroken slumber. 

At 10 o’clock the hotel physician, .Dr. 
Goldthwaite, called. He found the judge just 
awake and willing to sleep longer. The dis- 
tinguished patient was allowed to sleep, and 
he did not wake for breakfast until rioon.} 

His two daughters, Mrs. Cowles and Mrs. 
McCormick, who live ngar this city, called on 
him during the day and were present when his 
breakfast was served. On account of his sick- 
ness of last night, he was not permitted to 
have a heavy meal, but he partook heartily of 
clam broth and crackers, with no ill result. 
In fact, he appeared to be in exactly the same 
condition that any other healthy man would 
be in after an attack of the same trouble. 

Much anxiety has been felt throughout the 
country yegarding the judge’s condition, and 
he is very grateful to the people for their in- 
terest in him and wishes it to be ex- 
plained to them that there is nothing 
in his condition to excite alarm. He has sim- 
ply suffered from an attack such as the 
strongest is liable to; and is now all right. 

Judge Thurman received no visitors during 
the day, although a great many called to pay 
their respects and express their sympathy 
with him. Among his callers were warm 
friends and admirers of all parties, and many 
expressed their regard by sending up cards 
with good wishes. 

Mrs. Cowles remained during the day, wait- 
ing on her father and receiving callers. 
When she read the news of the day he paid 
the closest attention, and was willing for a 
moment to forego his beloved cigar. Thus he 
spent the afternoon, quietly resting in his 
room and chatting with members of his family 
and party, and occasionally enjoying a smoke. 

Chairman Brice and Chairman Barnum 
called on him ata little before seven o'clock, 
to complete arrangements for the Newark 
meeting tomorrow night. The judge will leave 
here at six o’clock and will go on the same car 
on which he came to New York, direct to the 
meeting, and from there he will be taken to 
his home in Columbus, where he wishes to be 
during the encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic next week. 

The judge has been much touched at the in- 
terest taken in his condition, and his feeling is 
one of regret that he was unable to speak last 
night aud thankfulness to the people of the 
country for their interest an@® sympathy for 
him.

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ANY BAGGING WILL DO. 


So Say the Cotton Men of the National Ma 
rine Underwriters’ Association. 

New York, September 7.—The board of 
managers of the New York cotton exchange 
today received the following communication : 

THE NaTionss, BOARD OF MARINE UNDERWRITERS, 
25 William Street, New York, Septem>er 7.—New 
York Cotton Exchange: Gentlemen—In view of 
the present agitation of the bagging question 
throughout the south, the cotton underwriters of 
this board, at their meeting today, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

. Whereas, It hayingfhecomce known’to the cotton 

underwriters of the national board of marine un- 
derwriters, that fora portion of this season’s crop 
certain changes in the style of covering for the bales 
might be adopted, and that au expression of their 
intentions in view of the possible change was de- 
sired; be it 

Resolved, That the cotton underwriters of this 
board wiil make no discrimination against cotton 
covered with any light-weight, ciose-woven material 

Of reasonable strength, proyided the difference in 
weight between the material used and good quality 
bagging be compensated by extra bands (say 8 or 9 
to the bale instead of 5 er 6), and that the sample 
holes be effectually eovered. 

As our previous communication to you indicates, 
itis the belief of the committee investigating this 
subject that toa large extent the appalling losses 
by fire during the past seasons have been due to 
the bagging used in covering the balés, and that 
fiimsy,loose-woven cloth with the fibre standing out 
from the surface is as inflammable as the cotton 
itself, A change, therefore, toany woven materia 
cannot, in their opinion, involve additionel risk. 
It is also apparent that changesin the style of cover- 
ing jand binding could be introduced at a very 
slight- additional cost, that would render fire in 
American cotton as rare as with .India and Egyp- 
tian. 

The committee belicve that the-~ use of a close 
woven burlap 19 ounces or 1 pound to the yard, or 
what is styled hop sacking, 24 ounces or 144 pounds 
to the yard, or their equivalent, with two or three 
additional bands, and with care used to thoroughly 
cover the bale, would bring immunity from a large 
portion of the loss. by fire and relieve the 
industry from a very serious tax 
which is invyoived in the fire and 
marine insurance rates as now charged. 

This subject would scem of sufficient importance 
to receive the attention of any convention that 
might be held of those interested in the cotton in- 
Gustry. 

Ifja change and improvement inthe method of 
covering and pressing is not made, it is quite possi- 
ble that that the underwriters will,.by combined 
action, withdraw from the business. Kespectfully,

THE INDIANA WHITE CAPS. 


Attorney-General Michener Tells of the 
Outrages and Suggests a Remedy. 

INDIANAPOLIS, September 7.—FEarly in 
August Governor Gray addressed 
an open letter to Attorney- 
General Michener, requesting him to visit 
Crayford county and investigate; the white 
cap outrages. 

Attorney-General Michener today made his 
report. He detaiis the result of his investi- 
gation in Crawford county, enumerating the 
criminal suits pending against fourteen mein- 
bers of the white cap organization, none of 
whom have been convicted. 

He points out that the local courts and offi- 
cers must have the co-operation and support 
of the law-loving people of Crawford county 
before the convictions can be secured, and 
says: “I regret to say that I do not 
find such general sentiment as must exist be- 
fore there can be successful prosecution of 
cases which may be brought in the future, no 
matter how conclusive the evidence may be. 
The condition of affairs is not only deplorable 
but alarming.’’ 

After relating the cold blooded character of 
the numercus white oap outrages and the ex- 
tent of the organization in Crawford and Perry 
counties, the attorney-general asserts that the 
local newspapers have but little tosay in dis- 
approval of the outrages, and before there can 
be an indictment and successful prosecution 
of these offenders there must be considerable 
change in public sentiment. He believes this 
change can be produced, and unless it is 
brought about a general insurrection is likely 
to follow and the governor will be compelled 
to suppress it with military power. 

The attorney-general says thét as a result of 
the reign of terror existing in Crawford coun- 
ty, there has been recently organized a body 
known as ‘‘black caps’ and itis said they 
place arined men each night on the roads in 
the region most infested by the white caps 
with instructions to fire upon the latter. 
He concludes his report. by suggesting 
that the governor appoint assistant counsel to 
prosecute the cases, and that such counsel 
should be present with the prosecuting attor- 
ney in the grand jury room when the witnesses 
are 6xamined. ‘That if possible, newspapers 
in Crawford county be induced to denounce 
the white cap outrages, and demand the en- 
forcement of law: He also suggests that Gov- 
ernor Gray attend in person the October term 
of Crawford circuit court while the grand jury 
is in session, and thus give the people to un- 
derstand and realize that there is a force cut- 
side of that county which can be used if nec- 
essary to secure the enforcement of the law 
and volunteers to lend such intluence as by 
virtue of his otfice he may POSSESS by accom- 
panying the governor, believing that such 
visit would create and arouse a public senti- 
ment which would be productive of great 
good. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 
Dun & Co.’s Weekly Circular Shows a Steady 
Improvement. 

New York, September 7,.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s review of trade for the week says: 

The wool and irom industries respond at last, 
though with some hesitation yet, to the stimuius 
afforded by good crop prospects. The news of the 
week as to grain and cotton has been at the most 
untiformiy favorable, in spite of some exeess of rain 
in parts of the south, and alarm about possible frosts 
in the northwest. 

_ The foreign demand for products, though slow, is 
improving, 

An increased demand for wool is shown in the 
higher prices for flearly all grades, 

Coates’s circular for September ist reports con- 
siderable speculative feeling, and the averag 
of 108 quotations is how 22.7 cents 
against 21:7 August 1st. While many 
manufacturing works are still idle and the advance 
in raw material is largely based on the belief that 
the clipismuch below last year’s, there bas been 
distinct improvement in the purchasing by mann- 
fucturers and in dress and knit goods more activity. 
The demand for cotton goods is at present compara- 
tively light and irregular, butthe belief that no 
cbange of the tariff will occur this year removes the 
chief cause of uncertainty in manufacturers, 

In the iron trade ah improving. demand is felt in 
all directions excepting in the market for steel rails. 
Pig iron is firmer here, and though some southern 
iron is still offered below current quotations, and 
four new southern furnaces are to begin work this 
month, the tone is firmer. At Pittsburg, advances 
of twenty-five to fifty cents per ton are reported. 
Bar and other finished irom is Stronger there 
and at Philadelphia, and some speculative 
disposition in the pig iron market is noticed. 
Cleveland aiso reports an improved demand for 
ore and better prices. It is doybted whether much 
advance in raw iron is practicabie until rails are 
in better demand. Deliveries of steel rails for 
eight months of this year have been only 710,502 
tons, against 1,015,048 last year, but in other 
branches of trade the demand and feeling have 
clearly improved. 

The stock market bas shown an upward tendency 
and in spite of some activeness of late shows an ad- 
vance ot about halfa dollar per share since a week 
ago. Reports from New York fall $1,200,000 behind 
lastyear’s forthe last week reported, and 14 per 
eent behind for the past five weeks, so that 
further excess of imports over exports 
is indicated. Accounts from the  in- 
terior cities continue decidedly favorable, 
differing from each oiher mainly in rate or extent 
of mprovement in thetrade. As to colleetions, also. 
while some complaints appear, the general tenor of 
the reports is more favora le. Increased demand for 
money has caused some closeness in the market at

I drive 
the «cese into that cotton patch and Keep them 
there all day weeding out the cotton. There 
is no water in the cotton patch, and I have to 
give thein waterin this way to keep them 
there. Those geese will weed out more cotton 
inaday than two people would. They will 
eat the grass and weeds, but they won’t touch 
the cotton.’”’

another goose ban put his bill into the gourd 
and drink.

“T waited there half a day to see the per- 
formance, and finally I saw it. The geese did 
exactly us the man said they would. Whena 

oose got thirsty, he walked up to his neigli- 
rand coolly drank out of the gourd on his 
meck.’’ 

“When asked if he had yet made a crop 
with the help of the geese he replied that he 
made a sinadi crop last year, but only used a 
limited num ber of -eECse, Aas he was only ¢X- 
perimenting. This year he has over two thou- 
sand geese in harness, and they have’ succeed- 
ed in keeping his crop cleaned out so far. He 
has one hundred acres under cultivation, and 
Says that he will make the best crop he has 
ever made. 

“When asked how he came to think of using 
the ceese as farm hands, he replied that two 

ars ago he had a small patch of cotton near 
his house. In this — 1 the geese raised 
about his yard were allowed to run. He no- 
ticed that the cotton bad little or no grass and 
no weeds at all, and began to watch the geese. 
He found that they iiterally ate every weed 
and every biade of grass, but they did not 
touch the cotton. Finding how valuable they 
were for this purpose, he resolved to try them 
on a larger scale, and is delighted with his ex- 

‘viment. His neighbors have paid close at- 

ntion to the matter, and next year they will 
each of them start a large number of geese 
harness in their cotton crops. If the farmer’s 
@xperiment is as successful as he thinks it will 
be, it is only a question of a few years until 
the whole cotion crop of Alabama will be 
weeded out by the ordinary farm goose,”

Macon, Ga., September 7.—[Special.]— The 
board of trade committee—Messrs. L. E. Cul- 
ver, R. F. Burden and J. C. Bannon—and 
Secretary R. A. Nisbet, of the agricultural 
society, made another canvass among the mer- 
chants today for subscriptions to the $1,000 
fund to be used in advertising the state fair in 
the Georgia papers. The committee collected 
$358.00 today, which, added to $318.50 collected 
yesterday, make a total of $676.50 in two days, 
and not half of the merchants have been seen. 
The $1,000 will be readily forthcoming.

advertising the fair. The weekly papers will 
only have three or four more issues before the 
fair. 
Mr. W. T. Harbaum writes from New York 
that he will bot be able to attend the state fair 
races at Macon this year. The northern races 
will not close in time to permit him to get 
here. A state fair without Bill Harbaum will 
appear singular indeed. 

Congressman Blount writes that he will let 
Secretary Nisbet know in a few days definitely 
as to the intentions of Speaker Carlisle and 
Hon. Frank Hurd in regard to attending the 
fair. 

In response to heavy demands, a large lot of 
premium lists were mailed today by Assistant 
Secretary Jemison to all pirts of the state. 
Judging by the inquiries for premium lists, 
the exhibits will be mammoth. 

The chicken men are delighted at the 
arrangement made to have the Columbus 
exposition poultry exhibit transferred to the 
State fair. As information to the many desir- 
ing to know the rules of the poultry depart- 
ment atthe State fair, they are appended 
below. The display will be made under. the 
auspices of the Georgia State Poultry and 
Bench association. 

1. No fee will be charged for entries, coops or feed 
and attention to exhibits, and premiums are open 
to competition from any state or section. 

2. A breeding pen shall consist of one male and 
four females, 

3. The latest revised American standard of per- 
fectioa will govern the judge in all varities recog- 
nized, 

4. No first prize shall be awarded a specimen that 
does not score ninety points or over; and no breed- 
ing pen shall recivea first prize unless every speimen 
thereof scores nine.y points or over. 

5. No second prize shall be awarded a specimen 
that does not score eighty-five points or over; and 
no breeding pen shall receive a second prize unless 
every specimen thereof scores eighty-five points or 
over. 

6. All entries not disqualified shall be scored, 

anda copy of the score card furnished the exhib- 
itor. 
7. All birds must be shown in their natural condi- 
tion. .except games and game bantams, wnich 
must be dubbed, Any violation of this rule or 
jucking of feathers will exclude the specimen 
rom competing, 

8. Any specimen not strictly the property of the 
exhibitor will be excluded from competing. 

9, In awarding the premium for the best =e ay 
of poultry, each first prize specimefi will count three 
points; each se «nd prizespecimen, two points; and 
each specimen, nota prize winner, scoring eighty- 
five points or over, one point; but in no case shall 
the same specimen be counted twice—that is, in 
breeding pen and -single specimen. The exhibit 
scoring the highest number:f points under this 
rule will be awarded the disp!ay prize. 

10. Competent judges®havej] been selected to 
award the premiums, and no — will be enter- 
tained from any exhibitor unless signed bya ma- 
iorl'y of exhibitors in that class. No judge shall be 
a competitor in a variety where his decision is to 
be given. If collusion, direct or indirect, is ascer- 
tuined between exhibitors and judge, the speci- 
mens reierred to will be, without further action, ex- 
eluded from competition. Any person attempting 
‘0 interfere with the judge in his decision, by letter 
or otherwise, will be excluded from competition.

The Weather and Crops.| 

For a fortnight now Georgia has been 
danglingin the tail end of a storm. The 
celebrated prophets of the weather bureau 
call {t ‘‘a disturuance’”’ one day, ‘‘precipita- 
tion” the next, and so on to the end of their 
vast vocabulary. | 

But it has been a precipitation the most 
of the time, and a very serious one. We 
have no detailed information from the 
plantations, but there can be no doubt that 
the cotton crop has been badly damaged, 
and this damage extendg over a very large 
area. ; 
It is not necessary to inquire at this time 
as to the whereabouts of the storm center, 
for the drizzle we have been having, -alter- 
nating with heavy rains, has been enough 
to hurt the farmers almost as much as the 
bagging trust threatens to do. The bad 
weather comes just in time to beat out the 
bottom crop in middle Georgia, and to cut 
off the top crop by causing the squares and 
bolis to shed. 

Altogether, the farmer appears to be hav- 
ing a hard time. He cannot circumvent 
the seasons and the weather, but he can 
certainly cripple the bagging trust. The 
unity of the weather ought to give hima 
cue in this direction. If he can join with 
his neighbors and hold out against the de- 
mands of the trust, the bad weather will 
not prove so serious after all. 

It is all a matter of pluck and patience.

The Society Column, 

An experienced man of business—a man 
who has traveled and studied human na- 
ture and enjoyed his share of social pleas- 
ures—remarked the other day that thie_soci- 
ety column in the big dailies was a very de- 
moralizing affair. When pressed for an ex- 
planation the speaker said that there was a 
disposition on the part of young people of 
both sexes toturn to the society column be- 
fore reading anything else. Great ques- 
tions of war and peace, the progress of epi- 
demics, and events of importance in their 
own city were insignificant in their eyes 
compared with an account of ayeception or 
a dinner. 

The philosopher who was thus freely air- 
ing his views went on to say that when 
young people gave themselves up to this 
sort of reading they became frivolous. The 
girls dawdled away their days over question- 
able novels and dreamed of gorgeous Paris- 
ian toilettes and elaborate puffs in the so- 
ciety column. The young men looked for- 
ward to the time when they would cut a fig- 
ure in society circles and be the observed of 
all observers. 

The majority of these dreamers, of course, 
are doomed to disappointment.’ Poor girls 
refuse offers of “marriage from industrious 
young men and wait for the man of fortune 
who never comes. Young men with an in- 
come of fifteen hundred a. year go with 
companions who spend three thousand a 
year and try to equal their style of living, 
while the three thousand dollar set are run- 
ning withthe six thousand dollar class and 
tryingto keep up with them. ‘On every 
hand jealousy, worry and disappointment 
take possession of the unfortunates who 
have the society craze. Men who find 
themselves unable to keep pace with their 
set become swindlers and defaulters, They 
lie, gamble, steal, do anything to keep 
prominently before the public in the society 
column, and in many instances the end is a 

- flight to Canada, self-murder or insanity, 

Now, said our philosopher, all- this is un- 
necessary. Our young people should be 
taught that alife entirely given up to soci- 

ety isa very unsatisfactory ene, with little 
real pleasure, and no end of trouble. The 
men and women who go through life with 
moderate desires and quiet tastes have the 
‘best of it—they have good health, good 
mcrals, length of days and prosperity. 

Fortunately, Atlanta has not reached such 


metropolitan proportions as to make the re-. 


marks of this close observer strictly applica- 
ble to her little social world, but in what has 
been said there is food for thought fof all, 

The society column is a queer thing, 
Some find it merely amusing and entertain- 
ing; others find in it nothing but disappoint- 
ment, ruin and death.

Malice Run Mad. 

The Chattanooga Timegis engaged in a 
very malignant work. It is attempting to 
create the impression that in 1878 there 
were original cases of yellow fever in At- 
lanta. It says: 

The same gentleman, “a prominent business 
man,” relates in detail and circumstantially the oe- 
currence of an original case of yellow fever in At- 
lanta in the latter part of October, 1875. Our infor- 
mant had all the facts from a prominent merchant 
who saw the patient at the black vomit stage, knew 
he died within three days of the attack, and had the 
admission ofthe attending physician that it was 
yellow fever; the victim had not been beyond the 
city limits for three months, and was a man of good 
habits and standing. Within a few days ot the 
death of this gentleman a sharp frost fell, 

We can reaiily believe this, we have. never 
doubted the statements common at the time and 
coming directly from Atlanta people, that there 
were fully a dozen oforiginal cases of yellow fever 
in that city in October, 1878. Why should not such 
have been the case? The town was full of fever 
refugees from plague-stricken points during the 
whole fall, Several died there who contracted the 
disease elsewhere; but, as luck had it, the infection 
got but a slight bold and that was so late that it was 
easy for the authorities, with the aid of news 
paper lying, to suppress the facts. 

It is needless to deny this absurd story. 
Everybody knows it to be false, It is being 
proved false by the scores of Florida refugees 
now in Atlanta. The yellow fever cannot 
take hold in Atlanta, This has been proved 
in adozen epidemics. It has been proved 
over and over again, and will be proved in 
the present epidemic. 

It is needless, we repeat, to deny the ab- 
surd story of the Times. It cannot and will 


not give the name of any reputable man who | 
will stand for the truth of its ridiculous | 


rumor. There was no more an original case 
of yellow fever here in 1878 than there was 
an original case of cholera here when the 
city was filled with refugees flying from the 
plague that had almost depopulated Chatta-

The current number of the Literary World 
says: ‘‘It is useless to hope that Mr. Hag- 
gard will ever learn to write the English 
language correctly.’’ 

It must be admitted that the author of 
‘‘She”’ is a little off when he attempts to ex- 
press himself in the conventional forms 
adopted by our so-called best writers, but 
this fact does not make him less interesting 
or limit his circle of readers. 

When a reader is under the spell of a 
great story teller he is not on the lookout 
for little faults and blemishes. Edgar A. 
Poe attacked Dickens’s grammar, but no- 
body cared a rap about it. When a writer 
has an admirable style he does not get it by 
studying any set of formalrules; he is in- 
tellectually built that way. ‘‘Do you un- 
derstand grammar?”’ said Bulwer when he 
met N. P. Willis. “I don’t tinderstend it, 
and I can’t, and it isa mystery to me how 
anyone can.’ And yet Bulwer had a good 
style. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Haggard will 
not give up in despair because the gram- 
marians are against him. The strong, bold 
writers of the Elizabethan age wobbled 
fearfully in the matter of grammar accord- 
ing to our modern rules, but they delivered 
their messages to posterity all the same, 
and we are still reading, admiring and imi- 
tating them. 

The writer of good English never thinks 
about grammar; he writes it as naturally as 
the bird sings. But the man who is always 
thinking about grammatical rules never 
writes attractive English; it may be goodin 
a sense, but it lacks something that it must 
have before it will go home to the business 
and bosoms of men.

For the first time since they laid down their 
arms at Appomattox courthouse, the survivors 
of the 11th Georgia met yesterday. ~ 

The reunion is one that will long be remem- 
bered with pleasure by the old veterans, and 
furnished occasion for many pleasant and 
pathetic incidents. 

The meeting was held in Confederate hall, 
the new headquarters of the Fulton County 


Veterans’ association. 

After an hour or so spent in handshaking, 
and the recalling of scenes in which they had 
figured together, the regiment was called to 
order by Colonel William Luffman. A list of 
the veterans of the 11th, as well as of the other 
regiments represented, was made out by the 
secretary, Colonel W. H. Ramsay. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the members present belong- 
ing to the Lith:

Captain Carson was next introduced and 
heartily greeted. He made ashort but ring- 
ing talk, and was followed in turn by Comp- 
troller-General Wright, Colonel L. P. Thomas, 
Judge Calhoun, Captain ‘Tip’ Harrison and 
Captain Morrow. 

The speeches were excellent, appropriate in 
every respect, and weil received, There was 
no formality, and everything passed off 
pleasantly. 

It was then decided unanimously that the 
regiment be organized as a permanent institu- 
tion, Colonel Luffman was made president; 
ex-Governor H. D. McDaniel, vice-president ; 
Captain Ramsay, James W. Morrow, and Cap- 
tain Carson were chosen secretaries. 

Messrs. J. E. Nunnally, J. T. Walker, John 
Lively, W. R. West, and K. L. Boon were ap- 
pointed as a committee from the lith to conier 
with the other regiments of the brigade as to 
the practicability of having the entire brigade 
meet at the next reunion. 

Judge Kit Warren was elected historian. 
His duty isto prepare a history of the regi- 
ment for the next meeting. 

It was then decided.that the next reunion 
be held in Atlanta, first Thursday after the 
first Monday in August, 1889. 

The meeting then adjourned, and the regi- 
ment was dined at the Markham. 

It was a great day for the Eleventh. Most 
of them left for home yesterday, or leave this 
morning, and it can be safely said that a more 
pleasant and generally successful reunion has 
not been held in Georgia since the war.

The Meeting of the Executive Committee 
and Committee on the Veterans’ Fair. 

These committees have issued the following 
statement: 

The visit of our old chieftain, Jefferson 
Davis, to this city,on the occasion of the 
unveiling of the ben Hill monument, gave 
birth to this association. It was first presided 
over by Hon. W. A. Wright, comptroller-gen- 
eral, the first president. Hon. W. L. Calhoun 
is now the presiding officer. Our first inten- 
tion was to build a suitable home for our disa- 
bled and destitute confederate veterans, and 
to place at the head of those who sleep peace- 
fully in Oakland cemetery, and in full view of 
where some of them fell with faces to the foe, 
headstones of marble to mark their last resting 
place, and to substitute those sorapidly fad- 
ing away. This cherished and commendable 
hope has not been abandoned by 
the association. The calls made uppn us 
from those yet liying, who wore the gray 
with honor tothemselves and country have 
been urgent and numerous, Our finances are 
growing less and less. Ifour friends in this 
city could only listen tothe sad accounts of 
one-legged and one-armed soldiers who parted 
with these useful members on the battle flelds 
of Georgia and Virginia, or to those who have 
been unfortunate in business enterprises, with 
shattered health and dependent families—in 
some instances where every member is sick or 
unable to work—the wolf at the door, and the 
landlord pressing for his rents—an appeal to 
you would not be necessary. Goto our relief 
committee and hear what they have heard. 
Let them recount their sad tales of distress, 
and look over the long list of names of those 
we have aided—not only those who belong to 
the Fulton county Veterans’ association—but 
to others who made a satisfactory showing of 
their worthiness, who by accident or otherwise 
are thrown among us, and are compelled 
to make these appeals to us, Is it too much to 
ask our people to come once more to our as- 
sistance ? ‘The cold winter months will soon be 
here. If our pet idea to build a home cannot 
be carried out right away, we can at least pro- 
vide for the most needy among those we all love 
to honor for their valor and fidelity. In order 
to accomplish this we propose to hold a fair as 
above stated, commencing on Monday, the 
22d of October, and continuing as long as ex- 
pedient. Dr. Amos Fox, treasurer of the as- 
sociation, and the chairman of the sub- 
committee on contributions, will canvass the 
city soon, assisted by other members of the 
committee, in raising funds and means to carry 
out our plans, and for the fair decorations of 
all sorts and kinds that can be made of service 
will be thankfully received, and our people are 
earnestly requested and urged to do what they 
can forus.

Come to our help; come cheerfully and will- 
ingly and liberally,and God will bless you. See 
full list of the committees selected by the asso- 
ciation published below.

It was universally admitted that jute 
was as inflammable almost as powder, and the 
great question was to get either a substitute, 
or to discover some chemical preparation 
which would lessen its dangerous character, 
At one of our meetings an Augusta man 6X- 
hibited a preparation called anti-phlogan, 
which he claimed would render fabrics non. 
inflammable. His tests gave sati faction, but 
for some reason invention and inventor passed 
out of mind.”’ 

“What about the refusal of North Carolina 
insurance men to take risks on cotton bag- 
ging ?’? 

‘There is not a word of truth in it. Under 
the rules of the association ordinary business 
is left in the hands ef the local. agents, but 
the cotton risks are referred directly to the 
president and executive committee of the as- 
sociation here in Atlanta. We have 
never refused insurance on other bagging be- 
cause it was never applied for, but if it should 
be applied for the risk would be written up at 
once. Viewed from an insurance standpoint 
cotton bagging is infinitely superior to jute, 
Did you ever see acotton fire?’”’

‘Kor the purpose of increasing security 
against loss we have a lower rate for 
standard warehouses than for those 
not standard. Seeing the difficulty of 
getting secure bagging, we turned our atten 
tion to the warehouses. An open warehouse, 
with 25,000 bales of cotton stored in it, would 
be a certain prey for total destruction. Every 
bale in sight would go. We planned a stand- 
ard warehouse, divided into small compart- 
ments, thus decreasing risks, upon whicha 
lower rate is given. There is no business to 
which more scientific attention is given than 
that of insurance.” 

‘‘So farmers need have no hesitation, on the 
score of insurance, in using cotton bagging?” 

‘No, they need have no fear. We shall cer- 
tainly help the farmer in every way, and risks 
will be taken as readily on anything else as om 
jute.”’

cannot be over-estimated. They mean 
that cotton baled in any manner 
so as to be merchantable will be promptly in- 
sured.

A Refuge in North Carolina, 

RAveEIGH, N. C., September 7.—[Special. |— 
This morning Governor Scales received tele- 
grams from a number of'prominent physicians 
of the state in reply to his -inquiries, made 
yesterday, as to the advisability of throwing 
open western North Carolina to refugees from 
the yellow fever district. A council of state 
was called together by the governor this morn- 
ing and all the telegrams were laid before 
them. 

At noon the governor sent the following tele- 
gram to Dr. Neal Mitchell, president of the 
Jacksonville, Fiorida, board of health: 

After due consideration by the governor and 
have 
no authority inthe premises, but that authority 
and responsibility rests with the county board of 
health and town authorities. 

Governor Scales said to your correspondent 
that this conclusion had been arrived at after 
a careful examination of the law, which con- 
fers no authority upon the governor, but rests 
it all in county boards of health and munici- 
pal auchorities. 

The opinion of the attorney-general was 
given in the matter. It is believed that 
nothing will impede the action of those coun- 
tiesin the Blue Ridge section which have 
thrown open their doors to the refugees.. Mur- 
phy has taken this action. The town of Hen- 
derson has also opened its doors to people from 
Jacksonville, anda number have already ar- 
rived there. 

Feyer in Baker County. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 7.—Reports 
heretofore without cdnfirmation that yellow fever 
was raging at McClenny, on the F.R: & N. road, 
thirty miles west of this city, were confirmed today. 
About twenty-five cases have been reported. from 
there as dengue fever, but there have been three or 
four deaths, it is cliamed,. from malarial fever. 
McClenny is a town of 200 or 800 people, the county 
seat of Baker county. 

Pensacola and Montgomery, Ala., have quaran- 
tined against Baker county. Escambia county has 
also quarantined against McClenny and all of Baker 
county east of the St. Mary’s river, on account of the 
alleged existence of yellow fever there, 


Riots in Fernandina. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 7.—The 
longshoremen’s strike in Fernandina resulted 
in a violent demonstration yesterday. The 
governor ordered the state troops there from 
Gainesville and Ocala, and called out also the 
Nassau company of Fernandina. The town 
has been placed under martial law and fifty 
rioters were arrested this morning and will be 
tried this afternoon. 


Frost in the North. 

WasuHineton, D, C., September 7.—Dis- 
patches report a killing frost last night 
over all of New England, northern 
New York and Michigan. Ice as thick as 
window glass formed in many places. Every 
variety of green vegetables has suffered, and 
the canning interests are much discouraged.

NEW YORK STOCKS.

The movement in Tennessee 
Coal was the most pronounced feature of the day, 
and with the announcement that the preferred 
stock had been ali taken up there was talk of a div- 
idend. Norfolk and Western preferred also moved 
uprapidly under the expectation that something 
will soon be done in the East Tennessee matter 
which will result to the advantage of the company.

He Talks to a Constitution Reporter on th 
Tragedy—How He Spends His 
Time in Prison. 


“Can I see Mr. George Eddleman?” ‘asked 
representative of Tue CONSTITUTION 0 
Jailer Poole yesterday afternoon as he me 
him in the ante-chamber of the county jail. 
“Not unless he is willing to see you,” re 
plied the jailer. “He has been worried sq 
much by newspaper men, who tried to entray 
him into an interview, that he does not like t 
receive them. I willsee him, and if he 
willing to give you an audience you can gc 
into his cell.” 

In a few minutes the reporter was ushere¢ 
into the presence of the slayer of Tom 
Gresham. He was dressed ina plain but neat 
suit, and was standing near aa watching 
the prisoners, who were dispa@@fing themselves 
in various ways in the large, open hall. Th 
antics of some of the gaminsso amused him 
that he was laughing as the reporter was pre 
sented. 

“Flow are you, Mr. Eddleman? You cer 
tainly look well. Apparently you are some 
stouter than when you were first brought 
here,” was the reporter’s salutation. 

“Thank you, [am very well,’”’ replied th 
prisoner, “but I seem stouter than I really am 
I doubt if I weigh as much as I did when I 
was first imprisoned. My flesh is not so solic 
as it was. This is because I have had no out 
door exercise. You knowl am aman wh« 
always passed much of his time out of doors 
My business wag such as to keep me in th 
strects a good deal, and I was accustomed t 
an active mode of life. [have some opportu 
nities here for exercise, but it is not like being 
out in the open air.’’ 

‘*Whose crutches are those in the corner?’’ 

“They are mine, and I have found them 
necessary at times. My leg has given me con 
siderable trouble. In my fight with Gresham 
I received several severe kicks on my lame leg 
and since then I have at times found my leg 
so weak that I had touse the crutches.” 

‘‘What have you to say about the way you 
are treated, Mr. Eddieman?’’ 

“T have no complaints to make. Jailer 
Poole is a big-hearted man who has contributed 
in many ways to render my stay here as com 
fortable as possible. He allows me all th 
privileges and liberties he can, consistently 
with a proper discharge of his official duties 
I do not mean to say that I am a privileged 
character, for Mr. Poolo is an impartial ofticer. 
He gives me the freedom of the corridor s 
that I can take exercise. Then he permits mo 
to have an interview with my wifo every day. 
He allows me to go out into his room to meet 
her, and does not subject her to the mortifica_ 
tion of coming into my cell.”’ 

“You receive a good many visitors, do you 
not?” 

‘‘Yes; my friends have not neglected me. 
They often visit me and I enjoy these visits 
exceedingly. Their presence is cheering an¢ 
reassuring. They express the confident ex- 
pectation that I will be able to show my inno- 
cence at the trial. My lawyers, too, frequently 
call. I have never for one moment lost heart. 
The consciousness of my innocence has upheld 
me and driven off fits of depression, and the 
hope and firm conviction that I will be able 
to prove my innocence at the trial has sus- 
tained me and kept off the blues.”’ 

**You do not dread the trial ?’’ 

‘No, [ donot. I rather look forware to it. 
Of course, to be tried for your life is a dreadful ’ 
ordeal for any one to pass through: but I an- 
ticipate it with a certain degree of pleasure, 
knowing that my acquittal wil 
be a complete vindication, and that those wh 
are now censuring me will commend ny 
course. Iam aware of the fact that the pul 
lic mind has been terribly excited; that th 
publications in the press have prejudiced th 
mass Of people against me. Having hear 
only one side of the case, people were quick t/ 
conclude that I murdered Tom Gresham, and 
it = be hard to divest them of thees preja 
dice I do not wish to say any harsh things 
shai the newspapers, for I have no idea that 
they intended toinflame the public mind and 
arouse a feeling of hostility; but I realize he 
much harm the published reports have done 
Iam told by some of my friends that the ex 
citement has pretty well died on 
and that I can reasonably expect 
a perfectly fair trial.

THE GRAND MASTER 


Of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen 


Has Arrived in the City—The Convention 
Next Week—Chief Arthur to be Here 
and Federation to be Cunsidered. 


Frank P. Sargent, Terre Haute, Indiana. 

That isthe way the grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen registered 
at the Kimball] house last evening. 

Mr. Sargent is accompanied by his wife, and 
is here to look after the details for the enter- 
tainment of the members of his organization, 
who will meet in this city, in biennial session, 


on Monday next. 
A Coystrrution reporter called upon Grand 


Master Sargent at the Kimball, and was cour-, 


teously received by the representative officer 
of 20,000men. Mr. Sargent is a handsome 
and attractive gentleman, of magnificent 
physique, and looking every inch fit to. occupy 
his present responsible position. In a brief 
interview with the reporter he showed a thor- 
ough knowledge of the affairs of his organiza- 
tion, as well as extensive inform! ion on topics 
of general interest. 

In answer to the peiionter’ s request for any- 
thing that would prove of general interest in 
connection with the coming convention of the 
Brotherhood of Firemen, Mr. Sargent said: 

“The larger part of the delegation that will 
attend this meeting will arrive in Atlanta on 
Sunday next. They will come in a , special 
train of five Pullman sleepers, which will ran 
through to Atlantasolid. The delegates from 
the south and southwest will all be here on 
Sunday in time for the opening exercises of 
the convention.’ 

“Have youseen the programme that has 
been arranged for the opening day?” asked 
the, reporter. 


“Oh, yes. Lam gratified at the arrange’ 


ments that have been m: ide, and I see that we | 


will be honored with addresses sd m the gov- 
ernor, the mayor of your city, and others, and 
I judge from this that our Atlanta meeting 
will be a very successful one.’ 

‘‘Is this your first visit to Atlanta, Mr. Sar 
gent?’’ 

“No, sir. Ihaye been here two or three 
times previous to this trip, and I mustsay that 
I have always had pleasant experiences and 
found the people of Atlanta very generous 
and hospitable. Taking these things alto- 
gether [ feel certain that this convention will 
be a very notable one. We intend to make as 
favorable impression on the people as is pos- 
sible, for we very much desire to interest ev- 
eryone—firemen ,of course, first—in our organi- 
zation and its aims. 

‘What are the main features of your organ- 
ization ?”’ 

“Mutual protection and aid and the cement- 
ing of friendship by the ties of brotherly in- 
terest. Thése and the insuranc e features form 
the basis of our organization.’ 

‘How many delegates will be th attendance 
at this meeting ?’’ 

“There will be about 360 delegates, but I am 
informed that a great number of them will be 
accompanied by their wives, so that there will 
be nearly 700 visitors in the city on Monday 
directly interested in our convention, for of 
course our wives and families are _ in- 
terested in whatever action we _ take.”’ 
And as he said this Mrs. Sargent smiled 
an assent to her husband’s opinion. 

“What is the membership of your organiza- 
tion, Mr. Sargent?’ 

“We havea membership of 20,000 at pres- 
ent and are growing daily. Two years ago, at 
our last session, Which was held in Minneap- 
olis, we had an enrolled membership of about 
16.000, so you will see that our increase has 
been over 4,000 in thattime. That is a good 
showing, but we expect to do still better in 
the coming two years.”’ 

“What will be the principal business before 
the organization at this convention?” 

“Well, an election of officers for the next 
term of two years will be one of our first du- 
ties. The next important matter will be the 
question of federation or amalgam ation of our 

organizatien with the brotherhood of en- 
gineers and the brakemen and switchmen who 
ha ve strong organizations. The object of this 
federation would be to. 30 insure the 
aid and co-operation of these  organi- 
zations in the event of a strike or other 
trouble with the railroads. Another important 
matter that will come before this convention 
will be the districting of our organization, and 
a reduction of the number of delegates entitled 
to representation at our biennial sessions. As 
it is now each subordinate lodge is entitled to 
one delegate, which would give usa body of 
os8 men, entirely too large to handle well in 
convention. It is propose d to reduce the rep- 
resentation sothatthere will be about fifty 
These are the principal matters 
before the convention.’’

“The damage, of course, has been greater in 
the lowlands than the uplands. There is more 
or less damage in the lowlands every season 
because of the moisture.

We have had no winds to blow out the cotton 
and beat it down into the ground. The loss is 
due to the rotting caused by continuous rains. 
There may be damage from overflows, too, but 
as yet we have heard of none.’
